The question of getting. rid of dazzling 
headlights in the streets of cities and 
towns has become so urgent because of the 
growing number of accidents due to this 
cause, that a proposal has been made in 
England that the main streets of the 
principal towns should be lighted to such 
a way that it will become unnecessar 
for motor vehicles to use their own h 


lights at night. 


The posal bas been made by the 
Association of Public Lighting Engineers, 
who contend that the solving ‘of the 
problem of headlights is not so im- 
practicable as it appears at first sight. 

It is pointed cut that the City of 
London proper is so lighted-at present 
that the use of lamps on cars and ‘buses 
is a mere formality, rendered necessary 
only in compliance with the law on 
lighting-up. The system -adopted both for 
gas an electric street lighting in the City 
of Leéilin is that, of suspension over the 
centre of the roadways, the result of 
which is bright. and shadowless streets 
and the absence of glare. 

here are many sections of roadways in 
the City of Dublin which are well lighted 
and in which during the night-time the 
use of dazzling headlights are no more 
nang ; than they are during the day- 
time. In fact, the use of such powerful 
ijlumination on cars in these lesh: 
fares is little short of criminal negligence. 

With the Shannon power now ready the 
general introduction of an equally 
effective system to that which obtains in 
the City of London not only in Dublin 
city and suburbs, but in the cities and im- 
portant towns in the Free State is mainly 
a question of local initiative. 

The danger of dazzling headlights has 
given all interested in traffic problems con- 
siderable anxiety during the past few years, 
and particularly since the speed-limit for 
carg has been abolished. A fast travelling 
car, with its -powerful head-lights 
switched. on, is a real danger in urban 
thoroughfares, and the safe alternative 1s 
to get as near as possible to a daylight 
effect in-street lighting so that strong head- 
lights may become altogether unnecéasary. 

The Free State, with so much electricity 
at its command, is now in a position to 
make every. main street in the country 
safe for all traffic during the hours. of 
darkness. 

The Automobile Association wishes to 
draw the attention of drivers of all 
vehicles how, ‘in certain instances, greater 
assistance could be given towards reliev- 
ing the traffic congestion in the city at 
the main crossings. 

A simple example is the case of the 
important crossing at Nassau street, 
Grafton street and Suffolk street. When 
the Guard on duty holds up his hand to 
stop traffic’ coming up. Grafton street 
(Provost's House side) to permit traffic 


coming from Nassau street to proceed, it 


is interpreted by a large number. of 
that this signal debars vehicles 
wishing: to turn left into Nassau: street 
from so proceeding. This is not the case.

Between 
the two sets of tram lines in Grafton 
street there is sufficient space for 0% 
lines of traffic moving towards this im 
tant crossing, and traffic intending to fi ins 
into Nassau street should keep as near 
as possible to the tram lines on the left

RADIATOR EFFICIENCY. 


Thoug ‘h'. there ‘are three - types of 
radiator in use today differing in the 
cooling element, that ip most general use 
is made from film brass. which is pressed 
into various polygonal forms in which 
the water-way od yrier sss by compression 
of the front and back portions of the 
strips. Technically there is very little 
difference in any of th these. types, and each 
of them can be kept in proper order by 
attention to the following points. 

It is necessary to keep the interior 
water passages of both the radiator’ itself 
and the engine cylinder block clean to 
maintain its efficiency, and this is best 
done by adding two handsful of 
washing soda to the radiator. water before 
starting on a long run and draining the 
radiator at the conclusion of the run 
whilst the water is still hot and before 
the engine jis stopped. This will take 
away all the soft sediments which coat the 
internal surfaces, and will allow the 
radiator to maintain. its full cooling effect. 
It is of great advantage for permanent 
cleanliness to -re-fill the fadiator with 
clean soft water after the washing out has 


been done. 
RUNNING TEMPERATURES. 


The average running of the car is very 

múch assisted by the water circuit being 
kept. hot and the correct temperature 
should. be 160 to 180 degtees F. Generally, 
when the normal. day temperature is under 
60 degrees F. it will be necessary to take 
the fan belt off to get the radiator warm, 
and for the winter months, in addition, a 
muff can be used which. will blank off E: 
of the radiator or; better still, a blan 
off of rubber strip backed by a metal sheet 
of the same area can be fitted against the 
inner top portion of the block for one- 
fourth or one-third of the depth, as this 
ean remain on during the cold weather. 
When fatting the strip place rubber 
washers on the fixing bolts to prevent 
damage to the radiator. 


LEAKS, i 

A common cause of leaks is due to the 
loose felling of badges and name-plates, 
which vibrate aúd chafe through the filin 
itself. Another cause 1s “the high 
perodicity vibration of engine parts whicn 
causes leaks at the bottom cerners of the 
blocks. To cure this it is necessary to see 
that the fixing bolts insulate by rubber 
pads or springs which , should be fitted 
between the radiator bracket and its sup- 
porting channel of the fixing nut and 
washer. Repairs to leaks should be done 
by competent repair specialists, of which 
there are ‘a great many. This is prefer- 
able to the use of radiator cements which 
clog up the water passages through the 
whole of the radictor, and in the event. of 
any repair being necessary adds very con- 
siderably to the expense invglved.

SEASONABLE HINTS. 

Writing on this subject in the Weekly Jrish 
Times, the Poultry Correspondent says :— 
The wind and rain we have had lately have 

done much damage Lo poultry houses, and 
in many cases have blown off the roofs. 
We ourselves have suffered in this way, 
but with others the trouble has been 
more in the way the rain beat into every 
corner, both of houses and runs. Where 
this has happened the whole of the wet 
litter shoule be cleared out and dry 
material put in. It is well known that 
damp houses are often the cause of colds 
among fowls. If a layer of lime dust is 
ohasee in the bottom it will ‘help to keep 
the litter dry. All houses of the open 
front type and scratching sheds should 
have a weather protector or hood slanting 
from the top about twelve or eighteen 
inches to thfow off the rain. The late 
storms have blown off these hoods im 
some cases, and the rain was dashed into 
the farthest side of the sheds.

There are severa] references to Ireland, 
especially in regard to its economic rela- 
tions with Great Britain. The Irish 
question, Mr. Hewins holds, in effect led 
to an attempt to abandon the tariff and 
Empire policy. . The party differences 
which followed, the memorial from Con- 
servative members and the meetings of 
the Carlton Club are fully described. In 
1915 Mr. Hewins was a possible candi- 
date for the Irish Chief Secretaryship, 
bat his sympathetic understanding of Ire- 
land’s economic problems was never 
allowed to reach the Lodge. — i 

The changing and widening issues of 
politics after the war, the variations in 
Government policy, the failure of the first 
anti-dumping bill, and the attitude of the 
United States to the Treaty of Versailles, 
all come under the author's survey of 
world reconstruction. The Irish question 
had become so acute that it was proposed 
to send Mr. Hewins on a difficult 
mission: “‘to harmonise differences and 
bring something practical out of the tangle 
which would advance real autonomy for 
Ireland, combined with imperia] unity.”’ 

Later, the problems of Dominion status, 
the wreck of the Coalition, the unneces- 
sary election of 1923, on all these vexed 
questions new light is thrown by Mr. 
Hewins’s penetrating, political diary. 
Finally, a chapter on the Empire re- 
founded, in which the daily notes become 
fuller. with a more pronounced note of 
optimism in the economic recovery from 
post-war weaknesses. 
Mr. Hewins holds “a tariff the only 
security in trades now adversely affected 
by foreign competition.” He prefers “ ad 
valorem rates to a 334 flat rate of duty, 
provided they are supported where 
necessary, by the other expedient of a 
high rate of duty to be sometimes brought 
into operation to check dumping.’’ He 
also believes in the rationalisation of 
government. 
“In my interview with Baldwin I told 
him 1 thought we wanted a new institu- 
tion divorced from politics, but which 
could act as a link between public 
affairs and the business world, pursue in- 
vestigations which, in fact, no official 
department can undertake and be con- 
stituted accordingly.. The official depart- 
ments cannot really undertake the investi- 
gations which are necessary in working 
out policies long before they come into the 
practical field of politics.”’

THE GOLDEN LAND. 


HE unconventional narrative of this 
self-assertive lady about the natives 
of Africa makes interesting reading: She 
characteristically went to West Africa, 
although—or, perhaps, because—it con- 
fronted her with an obstinate opposition in 
the shape of inadequate boat services, lack 
of. accommodation, scares of malaria, 
yellow fever, sleeping sickness and the 
dangers of aboriginal natives which were 
the antithesis of her London boudoir. She 
says she went, ‘“groused,’”’ suffered, 
adventured, but liked the queer, 
‘‘vampirish charm” of the bad and 
dangerous forests, rivers and mountains 
which tempted her so far from her 
ancestra] and aristocratic halls. She 
writes with equal charming whimsicality 
of the scenery and the people, of the 
customs of the colonists and the rites of 
the natives. 
The British, French and Portuguese 
Colonies of the Guinea coast are for her 
“The Golden Land,” which has yielded 
the adventures which delight her memory. 
The effect of her vivid recital of them is 
heightened for the reader by a series «f 
about forty interesting photographs. 
Hardy of physique and gifted with a sense 
ot humour and keen observation, she 
travelled with zest through the wild and 
loved it. The Bissagos Islands—that big 
archipelago that “ peppers the coast of 
Portuguese Guinea ’’—were strange, sleepy 
islands, enervating and beautiful, “that 
caught one up in their queer savage charms 
like the breath of an opium dream ”; the 
River Gambia, from the upper reaches of 
which the Pheenicians and Carthaginians 
brought home wild tales of dog-faced 
gorillas; Timbuktu, the dying African 
Queen, the glamorous legends of whose 
stormy past lie buried in the sand all 
aroused in her emotions which she succeeds 
in conveying with feeling to her readers.

eentral-figure in-the temperance 
reíoúnafion in the Ulster of a century 
ago owas the Rev. Jolin Edgar, D.D., 
LL.D., one of the big men, among several 
ot- outstanding ability, who shared the 
leadership of Irish Presbyterianism in the 
yeats immediately before and after the 
merging of the Synods_ to form the 
General Assembly in 1840. Dr. Edgar was 
born at Ballyhine, near Ballynahineh, Vo. 
Down, in the troubled year 1798, and was 
the son of Dr, Samuel Edgar, an eminent 
divine of the Presbyterian body known as 
the Seceders. At Ballynahinch the senior 
Edgar conducted an academy celebrated 
fot its successful teaching.of the classics 
and mathematics, and among his students 
he had several brilliant youths who 
attained high rank in after years in the 
edueational and scientific worlds and in 
the Church. One of these was Professor 
James Thomson, occupant of the chair of 
Mathematics in Glasgow University and 
father of Lord Keivin, the great physicist. 
Like manvy young Ulstermen of his time, 
the younger Hdgar was educated for the 
ministry in Glasgow, showing there a 
special aptitude for mathematics.. Indeed, 
it is not so many years ago since an old 
and well-thnmbed copy of an edition of 
“Gouch’s Arithmetic,’ which he edited 
in 1819 for Simms and McIntyre, was still 
proudly shown as a relic ef the past in 
a northern homestead. In 1820 the Seccs- 
sion Presbytery of Down ordained Inm for 
a new congregation, which met in a small 
hired room in Commercial court, one of 
the narrow entries off Lower  Doneeall 
street, Belfast. Edgar, with characteristic 
energy, soon had a little church built by 
his congregation in Alfred place, and, 
when this was opened for worship in 1821, 
it was seen that a new force was making 
itself felt in Presbyterianism in Belfast. 


ONE HUNDRED YEARS AGO. 


It was in 1829 that the full strength -of 
this new force began to show itself, when 
Kdgar threw himself with enthusiasm into 
the temperance movement. At that time, 
a historian of Presbyterianism records, 
the use of whiskey was almost universal 
and seemed to be growing rapidly. 
“ During the ten years ending with 1829, 
the consumption of intoxicating liquors 
in the Three Kingdoms doubled. The 
bottle was everywhere—on the dinner table 
and the supper table, at the wedding and 
the wake, at the baptism and the funeral, 
produced as regularly as thé Bible when 
the minister called to visit a parishioner, 
kept in the vestry of nearly every church, 
and applied to before Service or after it, 
or both. In a word, it was supposed to be 
an absolute necessary of life—as necessary 
as the staff of life itself. Ministers and 
people alike drank. The elders drank. 
Everybody drank. Yet for long no 
adequate effort was made to put a stop 
to the terrible evil.’’ Kdgar’s inspiration 
to take up the temperance movement came 
through a young clergyman, the Rev. 
Joseph Penny, of Drumlee, who had 
spent some time in the United States and 
had been impressed by the work of the 
American temperance societies. He was 
in Belfast in the summer of 1829. 

Kdgar listened with keen interest to Mr. 
Penny’s experiences. At. the time he was 
living in Alfred street, and apparently it 
was his custom, as indeed it was every- 
body’s, to keep a supply of spirits at home 
for the use of the family and its guests. 
Edgar knew the value of a dramatic 
gesture. Opening his parlour window he 
emptied into the street the remains of 
gallon of whiskey, and by this bold stroke 
inaugurated the movement which now is 
having its centenary fittingly observed. 


BEFORE FATHER MATHEW. 


His next move was a long and vigorous 
letter to the Press on the temperance move- 
ment in America, with a stirring appeal 
for a parallel movement in Ireland. “ Up 
then,’’ cried Edgar, ‘‘ and be doing, men 
oi patriotism, men of piety. A tide of 
intemperance, rising every hour, is 
hurrying all moral and religious institu- 
tions before it. Up and be doing now or 
weep when all is over on the closed grave 
of your country’s glory.’’ This first letter 
appeared in the Newsieticr of August 
14th, but its teaching was so novel—it was 
nearly ten years before William Martin, 
the Quaker, had moved the Frariciscan. 
Father Theobald Mathew, to take up the 
cause—that many Churchmen agreed with 
the action of the editor of the Guardian 
when he declined to print it as the out- 
pouring of a mind demented. Edvar’s 
letter, however, had its effect, and within 
a week it had led to the foundatiou in New 
Ross, by the Rev. W. G. Carr, of die first 
temperance society organised in l;urope. 
Ov September 24th a few ministers met in 
a room at the Tract Depository in Warin 
street, Belfast, and established the Ulster 
Temperance Society. 

The first three to sign the pledge were 
Ldgar, the Rev. Dr. James Morgan, 
convener aiterwards of the General 
Assembly's first scheme for a 
India, and the Rev. Thomas Hincks, then 
a curate in Belfast and = subsequent! 
Archdeacon of Connor. Letters and 
pemphiets by the score came from 
Kidgar’s pen. Meetings and conferences 
all over Uister and in Scotland were held, 
and, within a decade, Edgar had won for 
himself the title of Ireland’s first apostle 
of temperance. The original pledge bound 
its signatories to alstain only from 
distilled spirits and permitted the use of 
drinks which were not the product of 
distillation. In a short time a total 
abstinence campaign had opened, but

THE FAMINE YEARS, 


Dr. Edgar’s labours in the fields of 
education and social work give him some 
claim to remembrance to-day. In some 
respects he was an ardent social veformer 
in advance of lis time. He spoke for the 
Beliast Anti-Slavery Society, and in an 
important paper read before the British 
Association in Belfast in 1852, on “* The 
Perishing and Dangerous Classes,’’ he Sug: 
gested for youthiul delinquents methods 
of treatment which ate now commonplaces 
of prison reform. 

In “1846-47 he spent some ‘time in 
“Connaught, “and witues the first terrible 
scenes oí: the Great Famine. In*Ballina 
he took the loy from a man working on a 
patch which normally yielded four stone 
of potatoes. With his own hands, he 
says, he ‘‘washed the potatoes in St. 
Patrick’s Well, so famous for its stations 
and healing virtues and miraculjus trout, 
and found that the whole of them weighed 
just three pounds, thirteen of them 
weighing just three ounces, and few of 
them being larger than a pigeon’s egg.’’ 
With his usual outspokenness he wrote to 
his brethren in Ulster: “‘ There is a 
species of heartless philosophy current 
which says this «:Jamity wall, in the end, 
be good to Ireland, because it will cure 
the Irish of their laziness and force them 
to seek a better food than potatoes. As 
to the latter part of this philosophy, all 
I have to say is this: If the potato be an 
evil, it is one which ‘numbers. would 
gladly bear; and may the poor of our 
country never have a worse evil than good 
potatoes and plenty of good milk and 
butter to them. As to the laziness of the 
Irish, I don’t believe it; I don’t know of 
any country ‘where péople work hard for 
the mere love of work, neither do I know 
any country, where people work well who 
are not well paid. In Connaught, where 
j have lately been,gmeti are paid eight- 
pence and sometimes sixpence a day, board 
wages; and T ~ut it to yourselves, is a 
man called on to work himself to death 
for eightpence a day?” 


VOLUNTARY GAELIC, 


In Connaught, too, he examined at first 
hand an interesting experiment in the 
education of native Irish speakers through 
the medium of their own language. About 
a dozen years earlier the Synod of Ulster 
had taken up this question, and Irish 
schools and classes had been set going in 
the Glens of Antrim, Tyrone, Mayo and 
Galway and other areas, in which Irish 
was largely the language of the home. 
From time to time nowadays the Gaelic 
Bibles used in these schools may be picked 
up secondhand in bookshops m Belfast 
Dublin. The experiment was 
interesting. but. as the essence of 1t was 
the teaching of the Scriptures, if was 
strongly opposed by the Roman Catholic 
clergy, who accused the teachers of 
proselytism, and it left nothing permanent 
to be recorded in the history of Irish 

Irish-speaking teachers and 
ministers were engaged in thjs service 
under the supervision of the Rev. Robert 
Allen of Stewartstown, Co. Tyrone, and 
some of them, like the Rev. Henry 
McManus, who wrote ‘‘ Sketches of the 
Irish Highlands,’’ had the reputation of 
being accomplished preachers in Gaelic. 

Dr. Edgar accompanied Mr. Allen on a 
tour of the schools in Connaught, where 
seven ministers were operating at Sligo, 
Killala, Ballymote, Westport, Galway, 
lioundstone and Turlough. His letters and 
reports give all too inadequate glimpses 
of the work done in the schools. Of one 
he wrote: “ The master and his wife are 
Roman Catholics—correct in their habits, 
enlightened, polite and very kind, Both 

been long employed as public 
teachers. He has 200 Irish scholars. 
I pwards of seventy of them, able to read 
Trish, and nearly all to translate the Irish 
Scriptures well, were examined, every one 
of them giving evidence of having been 
carefully taught, and some of them 
qualified to teach.” Men and women, 
some of them fathers and mothers, 
attended, and a boy of seven years was 
able to translate any part of the New 
l'estament opened for him at random. 

‘On another occasion a brawny black- 
smith and his apprentice, whom he 
taught to vead Irish, were examined 
together and te master apologised for 
having allowed his apprentice to go ahead 
of him.” ‘There was not,” Dr, Edgar 
added. ““one blockhead amon:r them: 
arising, | suppose, from the whole process 
in Jrish schools being voluntary— 
the intelligent and enterprising alone 
volunteering, or if others make a trial, 
falling away before the difficulties 

ich present themselves in the outset.”’ 

This admirer of voluntary Irish died in 
Dublin in 1666. and 1s buried in the old 
churchyard at Balmoral, on the outskirts 
of Belfast. His bones rest near those of 
the great Dr. Cooke—the famous opponent 
of Arianism, whose statue, familiarly 
called “the Black Man, ”' is almost the 
first object that mneets the eve of southern 
visitors when they step out of the Great 
Northern Railway Station in Belfast.

National Emblems. 


A correspondent writes:—Your in- 
teresting correspondence on the expres- 
sion “‘ under the rose ” led to a dis- 
cussion between some of us the other 
day regarding the choice of national 
emblems—the rose for England, the sham- 
rock for Ireland, etc. One of our number 
asked why the Scotsmen selected a thistle, 
and none of us could supply the answer. 
Perhaps, it might be ef interest to roll 
the story, which is as follows:—In the 
reign of Maleolm L, in the year 1010, 
Scotland was invaded by the Danes, who 
made a descent on Aberdeenshire, intend- 
ing to take by storm Staines Castle, a 
fortress of great importance. They chose 
the hour of midnight to begin the attack, 
and, taking off their shoes. they advanced 
cautiously towards the lofty towers. Not 
a sound broke the stillness, and the 
inmates of the castle seemed to be asleep. 
The imvaders had only to swim across the 
moat, place the scaling ladders, and the 
castle was won. But, alas for their plans, 
the moat, instead of being filled with 
water, was grown up with thistles, which 
pierced the unprotected feet of the 
assailants, thereby causing them to shout 
out with pain. Needless to say, the castle 
defenders were immediately on the alert, 
and the Danes tled belore the victorious 
Scotsmen. Thence the thistle became the 

national emblem of Scotland.

[Feeding the Birds,

Much of the food put out by 
bird-lovers is snapped up by galls that 
swoop down suddenly from the sky; 
but the robin keeps a sharp lock-out awi 
generally manages to get a share. He is 
the most daring of all the small birds, 
and will not hesitate to enter a house if 
an open deor or window gives Ma an

A Northern Ferry. 


The efficiency of the Northern frishman 
has become so much an accepted fact 
that I was surprised the other day to 
learn that at the jwneture of the Bann 
and Lough Neach it is only possible to 
crows the water by ferry.

This, too, is to give place 
to the bridge necessitate! by the increased 
traffic in transit. 


Old Dublin Signboards. 


When recently reading a diary kept by 
a Dublin lady about the middle of the 
eighteenth century, i noticed particularly 
that whenever the diarist mentioned any 
tradesman, haberdasher, milliner, etc., 
she nearly always added the sign of the 
shop and the street where it was situated. 
In many cases there is an ammsime 
incongruity between the trade practised 
and its accompanying signboard, The 
‘Cheshire Cheese,” in Bride’s alley—far 
from having any connexion with milk or 
butter—sold bellows. The “Chnrn,” in 
Plunket street, sold bacon. Pattison, at 
the ‘‘ Plongh,”’ in Queen street, mended 
china. The ‘‘ Three Cats,’’ on Aston’s 
Quay, sold coal, for thrée tons of which 
the diarist paid £3 13s. at Xmas, 1746. 
Stockings, appropriately enough, were 
sold at the ‘ Royal Leg,” in Castle 
street. Mrs Beasley sold poplin at the 
sign of the ‘‘Salmon,’’ in Francis street. 
The chimney-sweep whom the diarist 
employed soared aloft from the ‘* Eayle 
and Child,’’ in Little Butter lane, now 
Drury street. The “ Hen and Chickens,’’ 
Cole’s alley, Castle street, was the abode 
of a staymaker. The ‘ Barber's Pole.”’ 
at St. Nicholas’s Gate, might have been 
expected to hang over a barber’s shop, but 
the owner made caps.

frish Emigration to Algeria. 


Most Irishmen are familiar with 
Davis's thrilling poem “ The Sack of 
Baltimore,’’ which tells the story of the 
swoop made by the Algerian corsairs in 
the seventeenth century on the village of 
Baltimore in the soutli-west of (Cork 
county.

It is, however, a curious, but 
little known, fact that there should have 
been in the nineteenth centtry volantary 
emigration by Irishmen fo the land of 
the Algerines. Marshal MacMahon, 
desirous of diverting some portion of the 
stream of emigration from the count 
of his forefathers to the rich and ferti 
fields of Algeria, despatched a confidential 
we to Ireland in 1869, with the result 
that about 150 Irishmen of the farming 
class set sail for Algeria in the October 
of that year. The experiment, however, 
proved a failure owing to lack of capital 
aud the inroads caused by fevers, and in

BISHOP OF CLOGHER ON THE 
SOVIET. 


_ Preaching in Enniskillen Cathedral on 
Christmas morning, the Bishop of Clogher. 
the Right Rev. James MacManaway, said 
that he had been horrified at the thought of 
their Government taking up and establishing 
relations once again with Soviet Russia. He 
referred to the great meeting in the Albert 
Hall, London, where eight thousand persons 
of different denominations passed a resolution 
of protest. In Russia twenty-six archbishops 
and bishops, and 6,755 priests bad been 
martyred, and the number of the laity who 
were killed was legion. What a commentary 
on the words of his text: '“ On earth peace, 
and good will towards men.” They in that 
country had freedom to worship God in 
their own way, but they did not know what 
was ahead of them.

The Minister for Local Government in 
the Irish Free State, Mr. Richard 
Mulcahy, announces his intention to con- 
vene a Conference in Dublin to discuss 
problems of local government and pubiic 
health, 

The subjects to be discussed will in- 
clude the following, and others which may 
be suggested later :— 

The despatch of business at meetings of 
Boards of Health and Public Assistance. 

The County Medical Officer of Health 
and his functions. 

The Economy of Preventive Measures in 
Health Administration. 

The Health of the School Child. 

The Improvement of the County Homes. 

Rural Health Problems. 

The Welfare of Children in the care of 
the Public Assistance Authority. 

Health Education and the methods by 
which it can be promoted. 

The Administration of Home Assistance. 

The Conference date has not yet been 
fixed, but it will take place before the end 
of next June. 

MINISTER’S LETTER. 

In connection with the project the 
Minister has addressed a circular letter to 
every County Board of Health and every 
urban sanitary authority in ‘the Free 
State, in the course of which he says :— 

‘In recent years much has been done 
to improve the organisation of public 
hygiene and the services for the care of 
the sick and the poor, and it is felt that 
a stage has now been reached when an 
exchange of opinion and experience and a 
discussion of difficulties would be of con- 
siderable value in supplementing ordinary 
official methods and in promoting a closer 
understanding between the agencies con- 
cerned in these services. 

“CA list of subjects for discussion has 
been tentatively drawn up and is enclosed. 
The procedure contemplated is that a 
speaker will read a short paper, and each 
subject will then be thrown open for dis- 
cussion. The object of preparing an 
agenda at this stage has been rather to 
suggest the nature and scope of the con- 
ference than to restrict the discussions to 
particular subjects. Suggestions as to 
new subjects are cordially invited, bus 
in this connection it must be borne ‘<n 
mind that it will be possible to cover only 
a small part of the field of admuinistra- 
tion. It is desirable that the attention of 
the conference should be ° devoted to 
matters of practical importance and to 
improvements within existing resources 
rather than to ideal solutions of problems. 


THE NOMINATIONS. 

“Tt is suggested that each authority 
nominate the Chairman and another 
member and the Secretary: or Clerk to 
attend the conference. “he Medical Super- 
intendent Officer of each county borough 
and the County Medical Officer of Health 
should also be nominated to attend. 
‘No objection will be raised to the 
payment of the expenses of two members 
and the officers mentioned above attend- 
ing the conference.’’

Christmas Weather. 


We report today a story of wild 
weather on land and sea. During Tuesday 
and on Christmas Day fierce gales blew 
around the coasts of these islands. Many 
vessels were in trouble and some were 
wrecked, though no lives were lost. Queens- 
town, which has not known a fiercer gale 
in recent years, gave shelter to a variety of 
storm-beaten craft. Rough weather seems 
to. have prevailed throughout Western 
Europe, and a Norwegian vessel has been 
wrecked off the coast of Portugal, with a 
reported loss of twenty-four lives. In 
many parts of Ireland the gale was accom- 
panied with heavy rains, which’ produced 
widespread flooding. North and South 
have been equal sufferers. An inch of 
rain fell in County Fermanagh during the 
twenty-four hours of Christmas Day, and 
parts of Enniskillen are under water. 
Limerick felt the full force of the storm ; 
serious floods have occurred in Nenagh and 
in other districts of Tipperary. Clontarf, 
familiar with suclf discomfort, was 
attacked by angry tides, but, on the whole, 
Dublin escaped lightly. The falling trees 
and flying slates found no victims—pro- 
bably because the fireside’s Christmas 
attractions had emptied the streets. No 
doubt, the wild weather is responsible in 
some measure for the Jong list—even in 
these times, an unusually long list—of 
road.accidents which we announce to-day. 
Nevertheless, the weather could not 
daunt hearts that were set upon home- 
coming, and on Christmas morning the 
mail boat brought 595 happy, if storm- 
tossed, § passengers into Kingstown 
Harbour. We are sure that their Odyssey 
lost nothing from its telling at the 

Christmas dinner-table. After al}. severe 
weather—though not this -weck’s par- 
ticuiar brgnd—is in the true tradition of 
Christmastide, and at this season is tragic 
only for the hungry and the homeless. 
To well-fed elders and laughing children 
the fortress of the home seems snugger 
and more precious when the gale shakes 
the shutters.

DAMAGE IN IRELAND. 


FLOODING IN MANY PARTS. 

Damage to roots, hoardings and windows 
was caused in Dublin. Flooding occurred 
in the Clontarf and Marino districts, parts 
of the Howth road and Malahide road 
being under water for several hours, The 
Buckingham street section of the Dublin 
Fire Brigade was engaged for some tiine 
In pumping out the water in flooded 
cellays. A sports pavilion was wrecked 
in Merrion road. 

Many jiow-lying places in the coast 
townships were flooded, including portion 
of the Bray Golf Links. The storm did 
not, however, interfere with the mai] boat 
service between Holyhead and Kingstown. 

CASHEL .—Christmas Day was rendered 
very unpleasant, rain descending heavily, 
making movement uncomfortable... The 
storm of Tuesday night was reckoned to 
be- one of. the fiercest of recent years. 
Beyoud the blowing in of vates and the 


knocking off of slates ana tiles from 
several houses, there was no serious 
damage. 


CARRICK-ON-SUIR.—Telegraph wires 
were blown across the railway line between 
Carrick-on-Suir and Fiddown. The rail- 
way signa'!ing system was dislocated and 
the Christmas mail train delayed four 
hours. The railway company had to make 
special pilot arrangements before the train 
could resume its journey. The Post Office 
staff at Waterford were as, a result, com- 
pelled to work sevcral hours extra. 
ENNISKILLEN.—In Fermanagh over 
one inch of rain fell within the twenty- 
four hours on Christmas Day. Many 
rivets overflowed, and in Enniskillen the 
drain from Breandrum Lake got choked, 
and low-lying houses in terraces became 
fleoded. Lough Erne is in flood, and all 
low-lying land is covered with water, and 
cattle on outlying farms suffered severely. 


LIMERICK.—-Housés were stripped of 


slates, while trees were uprooted and 
young plantations destroyed. The gale 
was accompanied by a steady, heavy 


downpour and thunder and _ lightning, 
while the Shannon rose several feet above 
its normal winter level and surged over 
the quays.

They received first 
aid at the residence of Sir Vincent and 
Ladv Nash, and were then conveyed to 
Barrington’s Hospital, where it was 
ascertained that their injuries were not 
serious. Telegraphic. communication was 
interrupted for a brief time yesterday, 


NENAGH.—Many roads were made 
impassable by falling trees, and the large 
side wall of Lahorna, Ballyalley, on the 
Nenagh-Borrisokane road, was blown on 
to the public road, which impeded travel- 
ling for some time. A large portion of 
the slating of the Catholic Church was 
blown off and many houses suffered 
similar damage. Several residents in 
Lower Barrack street found their houses 
inundated to about two feet with water, 
and articles floating about.

CHAMBER’S LETTER, 
Writing to President Cosgrave under 
date December 10th, 1929, Mr. J. R. 
Clark, Secretary to the Chamber cf 
Commerce, says :— 7 


“Dean Sin,—As you ate aware, the 
Dublin Chamber of Commerce maintains 
that the only equitable solution of the 
problem of poor relief would be 

“that every county should bear the 
burden of any poor law charges in 
connection with the maintenance of 
its nationals. 

“In another country with wide experi- 
ence of poor law relief this principle has 
been adopted, and I am directed by the 
Council to forward for your information 
a copy of the Poor Law Bill entitled “ An 
Act to consolidate the enactments relating 
to the relief of the poor in England and 
Wales. 

‘This is an agreed measure and has 
reached the report stage in the House of 
Lords. 

‘*The important clauses of the bill, from 
the Chambers point of view, are set out 
in the accompanying statement, and I am 
directed to draw your attention to Part 
Ill., dealing with settlement, irremov- 
ability and removal, and in particular to 
Section 94.’’ : 


MINISTER’S REPLY. 

Mr. E. P. McCarron, Secretary to the 
Department of Local Government and 
Public Health, in his reply, dated Decem- 
ber 23, 1929, writes : — 


“‘A CHara,—I am directed by the 
Minister for Local Government and Public 
Health to refer to your letter of the 10th 
instant and enclosure addressed to thé 
President, setting out the views of the 
Dublin . Chamber. of Commerce. on. the 
liability of counties in respect oí poor 
| relief expenditure, and stating that, in 
their opinion, every county should bear the 
burden of any poor law charges in con- 


nection with the maintenance of its 
nationals. 
“In support óf this contention the 


Chamber of Commerce’ refer to certain 
clauses in a Poor Law Bill at present 
before the British Parliament, with a 
view to showing that. the principle of 
removing persons from one county to 
another county, to be called the county of 
settlement, is adhered to in the most 
recent. legislation of the British Parlia- 
ment. Your letter goes on to point out 
that the English bill in question is an 
agreed measure and has reached the report 
stage in the House of Lords, 


THE ENGLISH BILL. 


“The Minister for Local Government 

and Public Health desires me to state 
that the Chamber of Commerce have 
apparently considered that the situation 
whieh this particular legislative measure 
is designed to meet in England is 
analogous to the situation in An Saorstat 
without adverting either to the actual 
circumstances under which the English 
Bill is being promoted or to the history 
of Poor Law administration in both 
countries as regards the power of removal 
and the law of settlement. 
“The new English Poor Law Bill is an 
agreed measure because it merely adapts 
the existing law to the new scheme of 
administration introduced by the Local 
Government Act of last year. It does not 
purport to alter or repeal the law. 


“ ANTIQUATED LAW.” 


“The fact that no reforms in the Poor 
Law system are attempted in the - bill 
explains the re-enactment of the provi- 
sions. with regard to the Jaw of settle- 
ment. General Muleahy had recently 
occasion to describe this law as anti- 
quated. It las not been modernised by 
the mere repetition of old provisions in a 
new bill. All the provisions to which the 
Chamber of Commerce draws attention 
can still be traced “back to the beginning 
of the modern English Poor Law code— 
namely, the Poor Relief Act, 1834. Some 
of them are contained in the Statute of 
1601, and their origin may further be 
traced to the Statute of Labourers after 
the Black Death, and even further to the 
common law principle that the serfs 
should be regarded as attached to the 
manor where they were born. 

‘*In the last 130 years. the strict law 
of settlement has been relaxed in England 
by a series of Statutes which, in effect, 
exempt whole classes of destitute persons 
from removal. Common-sense and humane 
ideas have gradually. asserted themselves 
against the indefensible waste of public 
monéy and the hardship which the law | 
involved in its operation, aud the latest | 
bills. which the Chamber of Commerce is 
persuaded is a fresh endorsement of the 
principle of removal, “is in. reality a 
further step towards its abolition; for it 
is obvious that it will now cease to be 
applicable as between parishes’ and 
unions, as before, and that there will be 
an enormous reduction in the number 


- 


area to another. 
CHAMBER’S VIEWS UNACCEPTABLE 


‘“The total abolition of the Jaw in 
England has been long. advocated by the 
best authoritics. In Ireland there has 
never been a law of settlement, The 
framers of the Irish Act of 1838 were 
fully acquainted with the working of the 
law. in England, but nevertheless rejected 
the. principle, nor has any proposal to 
introduce it here been ever put forward 
after full inquiry. 

“The Minister is, therefore, unable to 
concur in the view of the Chamber of 
Commerce, which, in effect, amounts to a 
contention that there should now be 
enacted here for the first time a relic of 
feudal law which time has discredited 
and” which it is believed will ultimately 


disappear.”’

The interdependence of armaments is 
pronounced to be the fundamental prin- 
ciple of French policy....The French 
Government. says that it hopes it will not 
be obliged to deal with questions relating 
to the fixing of land or air armaments, 
but it cannot help pointing out that the 
tonnage adequate for its naval require- 
ments stands in close relation with the 
general level of armaments. France will 
not be prevented by difficulties from look- 
ing for solutions whi ‘: would enable the 
Powers desirous of doing so to enter into 
definite agreements with each other with- 
out waiting for the conclusion of an agree- | 
ment for the limitation of all armaments. 

The importance of tonnage adequate for 
the national’ needs from the geographical 
and colonial point of view is emphasised. 

In‘ conclusion; France asks whether 't 
would not be possible for the Mediter- 
ranean Powers to have a mutual gcuaran- 
tee and non-aggression agreement, in- 
cluding’ Powers not represented in 
London, particularly Spain. 

. CLAUSE EIGHT. 

Clause Eight of the League of Nations 
gays:— The members of the League recog: 
nise that the maintenance’ of peace re- 
quires the reduction of national arma- 
ments to the lowest point consistent with 
national safety and the enforcement by 
common action “of international obliga- 
tions. The Council, taking account of-the 
geographical situation and circumstances 
of each State, shall formulate plans for 
such reduction for the consideration ‘and 
action of the several Governments. Such 
plans shall be subject to reconsideration 
and revision at least every ten years. 
After these plans shall have been adopted 
by the several Governments, the limits of 
armaments therein fixed shall not be éx- 
ceeded without the concurrence. of. the

The members of the League agree tliat 
the manufacture by private enterprise” of 
munitions and implements of war is open 
to grave objections. The Council shall 
advise how the evil effects attendant npon 
such manufacture can be prevented,: due 
regard being had to the necessities of 
those members of the League which are 
not able to manufacture the munitions 
and implements of war necessary for this 
safety.

THE YOUNG PLAN REFERENDUM. 
Simultaneously with the Mimsterial 
crisis, proceeds The Times, the German 
people have shown their essential sanity 
of outlook by thair vote on Herr Huygen- 
berg’s scheme for the repudiation oi the 
Young plan. — Not six millions of the 
electors could be found to vote in favour 
of the bill which was submitted to them 
by referendam.

The Indian National Congress settled down 
to work to-day in an atmosphere heavily 
charged with electricity. The leaders split 
up into small groups, and retired to tents 
to discuss their plan of campaign.

There was. much parade of force. by- Con- 
gress '' Volunteers,’’ who marched through 
the lines, pipes skirling and drums beating, 
and were loudly cheered by the crowd. 

An incident symptomatic of the state of 
nervous excitement occurred when a crowd 
of delegates and others suddenly made an 
uncontrolled rush on the tent where the 


The crowd 
was turned out, but returned to the charge, 
some’ of them protesting that they had 
walked fifty miles in order to see the’ ‘tholy 
man.” In spite of Pandit Jawabarlal Nehru's 
Presidency of the Congress, there is no doubt 
that Mr. Gandhi is still the greatest figure in 
the’ imagination of the people. 

Unfortunately, disquieting news is be- 
ginning to. filter.out.of the. camp. suggesting 
that the weight of Mr. Gandhi’s influence is 
likely to be thrown in the scale for the 
cause of independence against participation in 
the proposed round table conference. 

There is every indication that the temper 
of the vast. méjofit¥ of ‘the delegates, who 
are intensely excited at the moment, favours 
complete independence, ‘atid nothing but in- 
deendence. Therefore,. even if the more 
moderate men walk out, the extremists are 
likely to: gain a sweeping victory, the -eniy 
question remaining being if and when civil 
obedience shall be put into effect.

The assailant, whose name is given as 
Gualberto Marinolli,- was shot down out 
of hand by the Presidentiak escort.

As the President drove past he sprang 


out and fired three shots. A Secret 
Service agent was seriously wounded in 
the stomach, and an official who was 
riding in the President's: car was. also 
wounded. The third shot apparently 
went wide. 

President's Trigoyeti’s ‘¢scort, ‘aeting 


with great promptitude, mowed down. the 
anarchist where he stood with a stream of 
bullets. When he was picked up after- 
wards it was found that seven bullets 
had entered his body. A few members of 
the escort wanted to capture Marinelli 
alive, but the others were too quick for 
them, and the man was dead in a few 
seconds. i 

There was great rejoicing throughout 
Argentina over thá President's escape, 
coupled with great indignation that such 
an attempt should have been made. 


A FRIEND OF BRITAIN, 
Dr. Irigoyen is one of the most, poweriul 
Presidents that Argentina has ever had. 
He was President from 1916 to 1922, and 
in 1928 was again elected President, this 
time by a majority of two to one. He 
possesses a very strong personality, but 
dislikes public functions’ and speech- 
making. He is a real friend of Groat 
Britain, and was mainly responsible íor 
the negotiation of the trade agreement 
which was signed by the Argentine 
(iovernment and the British Economic 
Mission, under Lord d’Abernon, Wat 
summer. During the visit of the British 
Mission to Buenos Aires, the President 
startled observers by departing for a 
moment from his usua] reserved attitude, 
throwing his arms round Lord d’Abernon's 
neck and kissing him on both cheeks, The 
trade agreement was violently opposed by 
the Argentine Legislature as being too 
favourable to Great Britain, but the 
President’s influence was exerted in favour 
of its passage. | 
The President’ went to the police station 
and viewed the corpse of his assailant with 
compassoinate eyes, afterwards driving to 
Government House, where he received 
various personages who came to congratu- 
late him on his escape. Marinelli was 
formerly chief of the band of anarchists 
known as the “ New Era,’’ and had served 
a sentence for fraud. .He was born a;
